Dublin Mayor Leaves City’s Irish 
And Jews Basking in Sweet Amity

Robert Briscoe, Lord Mayor 
of Dublin, turned his appealing 
personality on St. Louis yester- 
day and last night in a busy 
few hours topped with a speech 
heard by some 3500 persons at 
Kiel Auditorium. Today he was 
off to New York again leaving 
many Jews and Irishmen here 
better acquainted than 
were. 


In fact some of them, brought 
together in a large committee 
to plan his reception, were de- 
termined to form a Robert 
Briscoe Club, to promote the 
causes which he, as the first 
Jew to be Lord Mayor in the 
long history of the Irish capi- 
tal, has joined in himself in a 
fighting career. Those causes 
are age-old objectives of the 
Irish and the Jews. 

In his speech, Briscoe struck 
a few blows for freedom of 
small nations such as Ireland 
and Israel and~pleaded for pa- 
tience—rather than brute force

A list of the 100 largest de- 


fense contractors for the 18 
months ending last June 30 was 
published today by the Defense 
Department, which has put out 
such compilations at irregular 
intervals since July 1950. 

Heading the list for the en- 
tire six-year period is General 
Motors Corp., but the big auto- 
motive concern dropped to num- 
ber 14 in the tabulation for the 
18 months ending last June. In 
the 18-month period, G.M. re- 
ceived or held military con- 
tracts with a net value of 
$326,000,000, or a little more 
than 1 per cent of the total 
defense contracts awarded in 
that time. It ranked fourteenth. 

Leading Companies. 

The leading company on the 
new 18-month list was North 
American Aviation. It was fol- 
lowed closely by General Dy- 
namics Corp., which builds 
planes, submarines and missiles. 
The two leaders each accounted 
for $1,340,600,000 or 5.2 per 
cent of the $25,637,000,000 
total of defense contracts for 
18 months. 

Third on the list was United 
Aircraft, with 5 per cent of the 
dollar value of contracts. Gen- 
eral Electric, makers of jet en- 
gines and a wide variety of 
electromic devices, ranked 
fourth with 4.1 per cent of the 
total. The Boeing Airplane Co., 
builders of the giant all-jet B-52 
bombers placed fifth with 4 per 


Times in countries throughout 
the world shows they are pro- 
vided with deliveries from two 
to five times a day during the 
week. Some of them even have 
deliveries on Sundays. 

Practically all of them are 
able to provide this service be- 
cause their postal systems are 
tied up with their countries’ 
telephone and telegraph serv- 
ices. These are usually suffi- | 
cient to put the whole commu- 
nications system in the black, 
although in some countries the 
postal system shows a profit by 
itself anyway. 

Last year, Great  Britain’s 
postal system operated at a/| 
loss, but it was the first time 
in many years that it did so. 
The loss was offset by profits 
on its telephone and telegraph 
systems. Up to four deliveries 
are made daily in London on 
business days and all town 
areas get two deliveries a day. 

France's Record. 

France also has a splendid 
record for postal services and, 
like Britain, raises its rates 
when necessary to balance the 
postal budget. It runs its postal 
business at a profit, with the 
aid of telephone and telegraph 
income. Paris has four deliv- 
eries a day, six days a week. 

In West Germany, the postal 
system usually operate at a 
profit, aided by relatively low 
wages and the traditional Ger- 
man respect for civil service 
efficiency. There are two de- 
liveries daily, Monday through 
Saturday.

BRITISH WARNING 
ALL TOSTAY OUT 
OF H BOMB AREA 


LONDON, April 15 ‘AP) — 
Britain announced today that 
any persons venturing into its 
Pacific H-bomb testing area 
“do so at their own risk.” : 

Minister of Supply Aubrey | 
Jones told the House of Com- | 
mons that “all reasonable pre- 
cautions, including search by 
aircraft, would be taken to in- 
sure that no unauthorized ves- 


sel or aircraft was in the area 
when the tests took place.” 

A danger area has been de- 
clared around Christmas island 
in mid-Pacific. The exact date 
has not been set for the tests. 

@ Japanese group has been 
planning to send a “peace flo- 
tilla” to the area as a protest. 

Protest By Laborite. 

Laborite Frank Beswick pro- 
tested that Britain had “no 
legal right to enforce the bar 
(in the area), nor the physical 
means to enforce it.” 

“There is absolutely nothing 
to stop any other country in- 
terested from sending aircraft 
into the affected area to take 
samples and measurements,” he 
contended. 

Jones, who as supply min- 
ister is making preparations for 
the tests, replied testily: 

“Those who enter the danger 
area clearly do so at their own 
risk.” 

Jones said that declarations 
of danger areas were accepted 
usage and “have never been 
regarded before as an infrac- 
tion of the high seas.”

PUMPING BEGINS ON PART 
OF NEW ISRAELI PIPELINE 


JERUSALEM, Israeli Sector, | 
April 15 (AP) — Israel began | 
pumping oil through part of its 
new eight-inch Eilat-Beersheba 
pipeline yesterday.

Q. What causes the dark ring 
sometimes seen between the 
yolk and white of hardcooked 
(“boiled”) egg? Is it harmful?

Q. Do eggs always have to 
be cooked at low temperature? 

A. The total heat effect upon 
the cooked product or the quality 
of the finished product is the 
result of temperature times the 
length of cooking time. The 
cooking time in turn depends 
on the quantity and depth of 
the mixture being cooked. Since 
overcooking toughens protein 
foods, hogher temperatures and 
shorter cooking times give best 
results in products such as 
French omelets and thin pan- 
cakes. 

Long cooking at low tempera- 
tures may not only toughen 
the protein but tends to dry out 
the product. In contrast a souf- 
fle is cooked at moderate tem- 
peratures for a longer period of 
time because of the depth and 
quantity of mixture. 


Q. What causes a thin solid 
layer to appear near the bottom 
of Angel Food and sponge-type 
cakes? 

A: The solid layer is composed 
chiefly of egg with some of the 
other ingredients (liquids and 
sugar primarily) having sep- 
arated and drained to the bot- 
tom of the pan.

Kinds of Ham Available. 

Cook - before -eating hams, 
sometimes called uncooked or 
regular, have been heated, in 
compliance with government 
regulations, to an internal tem- 
perature of at least 137 de- 
grees. These hams require 
thorough cooking before eating, 
and should be cooked to an 
mternal temperature of 160 de- 
grees, as registered by a meat 
thermometer. 

Ready-to-eat hams are safe to 
eat without further cooking, 
but are much more palatable 
when cooked. The Ready-to- 
Eat hams have been heated in 
the smokehouse to an internal 
temperature of 137 degrees, 
according to government regu- 


lations. ‘“Ready-to-eat"’ hams 
require further cooking to 
make them palatably tender, 


though they require less cook- 
ing time than the Cook-before- 
Eating hams. Cook these hams 
to an internal temperature of 
130-140 degrees, as registered 
by a meat thermometer. 

Fully cooked or cooked hams 
have been processed to an in- 
ternal temperature of 148 to 
150 degrees and may be served 
without further cooking. If hot 
service of the ham is preferred, 
it may be heated to an internal 
temperature of 125 to 130 de- 
grees. 

Canned hams are completely 
cooked when purchased. They 
may be reheated by removing 
from the can and oven-baking 
to an internal temperature of 
125 to 130 degrees. 

Country-style hams are more

Bone-in hams may be 
purchased whole, cut in half as 
butt or shank ends, or as ham 
slices cut from the center. 

Skinless, shankless hams have 
had the bony shank removed 
and are skinned and trimmed 
of excess fat. These are avail- 
able as Cook-before-Eating, 
Ready-to-Eat, and Fully Cooked, 
They may be purchased whole, 
half, or as ham slices. 

Boneless, skinless hams have 
been boned and shaped into 
rolls. They are available as 
Cook-before-Eating and Fully 
Cooked. They are available 
whole or.in pieces. 

How Much Ham to Buy. 

Because of the delectable 
main dishes that can be pre- 
pared using cooked ham, most 
homemakers like to buy enough 
ham to allow for service of the 
protein-rich food for more than 
one meal. 


The general rule for buying 
meat is to allow one-fourth 
pound per serving of boneless 
meat, one-half pound per serv- 
ing of bone-in meat, and three- 
fourths to one pound per serv- 
ing bony meat (such a spare- 
ribs, short ribs, and pork hocks).

A spokesman for Teamsters’ Lo- 
cal 688 proposes hiking the city tax 
on merchants’ and manufacturers’ 
inventory and equipment. If St 
Louis does this, it will definitely 
lege more manufacturers and nation- 
wide distributors. 

Right now, the company I work 
for pays a greater amount for this 
tax than it would cost to service a 
debt for a new building outside St. 
Louis. If the rate is increased from 
$2.18 to $3.27 as suggested by the 
union spokesman, the increase will 
' hurt more than it will help.

Envoy Most Extraordinary 


Anyone who wonders why Ireland seems dis- 
tressed at the appointment of Scott McLeod as 
United States Ambassador, or why Secretary of 
State Dulles might be happy to see him go, 
should look at the McLeod record. 

In 1953, when Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin 
was riding high and threatening to investigate 
the State Department along with everything 
else, Robert Walter Scott McLeod was named 
security administrator in that department, 

He had been an FBI agent during World War 
II and was assistant to Senator Styles Bridges 
of New Hampshire, an ally of McCarthy’s. The 
report was that Secretary Dulles had asked 
Vice President Nixon to find somebody to 
handle his department’s security problems who 
would be “satisfactory” to congressional critics. 

It took Scott McLeod only a few weeks to 
prove that he was ideal in that respect, and to 
earn his unofficial title of “McCarthy's special 
envoy to the State Department.” For the 
McCarthy crowd somehow got State Department 
security information for fighting confirmation 
of Charles Bohlen as Ambassador to Russia. 

Here was the first case in which McLeod went 
over Secretary Dulles’s head, if not behind his 
back. Yet Mr. Dulles somehow felt obliged to 
defend McLeod and to deny differences with 
him. Nevertheless, Mr. Bohlen was not con- 
firmed until the President finally intervened. 

* . * 

Within a short while security questions, like- 
wise arising in McLeod's office and likewise 
groundless, were raised in two other cases. 
First the State Department inexplicably with- 
drew an invitation to Mildred McAfee Horton, 
former Waves commander and Wellesley Col- 
lege president, to serve on a U.N. commission. 
And within three months it hired and fired 
Edward J. Corsi, veteran immigration authority, 
who had been asked to speed up the special 
refugee program which was bogging down 
under McLeod’s direction. 

By the time seven months of this program to 
admit 214,000 refugees had elapsed, only one 
thirtieth of the refugees had been admitted. 
This brought. McLeod under fire for hostile 
administration of the law, but het was defended 
by Congressman Francis Walter of Pennsylvania 
and other immigration restrictionists, and the 
State Department did nothing. Eventually the 
refugee program came close to its goal. 

Dissatisfied with his several eminent domains, 
in 1953 McLeod decided to reform the whole 
Foreign Service in the interest of the Repub- 
lican party. He told Kansas American Legion- 
naires that it was often difficult “to replace an 
individual whose viewpoint does not coincide 
with that of the Republican party.” 

Though Republicans as well as Democrats 
objected to this injection of politics into a 
career service, six months later McLeod was 
making a series of partisan Lincoln week 
speeches. The Hatch Act forbids political activ- 
ity by federal employes. After some confusion, 
the State Department ‘finally explained that 
McLeod really had the status of an Assistant 
Secretary and was not under the Hatch Act! 

All these activities nearly wrecked morale 
in the State Department, as a special advisory 
commission found in 1954. The commission 
recommended a change in the department’s 
security administration. But what happened? 
* . . 

Earlier that year Secretary Dulles decided to 
strip McLeod of his personnel powers. Joe Mc- 
Carthy protested; Mr. Dulles delayed. When 
McLeod finally lost that authority, he was given 
control of the Foreign Service Inspection Serv- 
ice. The special commission criticized this im- 
portant assignment, and the question of who was 
personnel boss led to the resignation of Assistant 
Secretary Edward T. Wailes, a career officer in 
charge of personnel. Only then did McLeod 
lose his control of the Inspection Service. 

Considering all these detours into foreign 
policy and personnel matters, what was the 
State Department's security officer doing about 
security? He was playing the numbers game. 

In 1954 he boasted to a congressional com- 
mittee that there had been 534 “security” dis- 
missals in his department. Nailed down to 
facts, however, McLeod admitted that only 11 
were real loyalty cases (none proved Cammu- 
nists), that seven of these had heen initiated 
during the Truman period, and many of the 534 
had not been fired’at all but had quit. 

If not too much has been heard of Scott 
McLeod in the last year, we will only note that 
the reign of Senator McCarthy is over, thanks 
principally to the American electorate, and it is 
now safe to exile his protege quietly to a choice, 
safe past in Ireland. Little wonder that Secre- 
tary Dulles might want to send him elsewhere 
—but little wonder that the outcry over so out- 
rageous an assignment should be heard from 
here to Dublin. 


Where It Is Unholy Week 


The week leatiing up to Easter opened with 
new trouble in the Middle East, adjacent: to 
the Holy Land. Syrian troops crossed into 
Jordan whose King Hussein then moved against 
pro-Egyptian elements in the Jordanian army. 
The young ruler also deported Jordan’s army 
chief of staff to Syria. It is a fast-changing 
situation and no one can tell what will develop 
where poverty, internal dissension and hostil- 
ity constitute the way of life. But one thing is 
certain: the world has not heard the last of 
trouble in the Middle East. Its dirt cannot be 
swept under the rug and forgotten.

Columbia University Unafraid 

John Gates is editor of the Communist Daily 
Worker and as such was one of the 11 top Com- 
munist leaders indicted, convicted and impris- 
oned under the Smith Act.. This is the 1940 law 
that made it unlawful to conspire to teach and 
advocate the overthrow of the government py 
rorce and violence. Gates has served out his 
time and now the question arises whether ne 
should be allowed to speak on forum panels at 
colleges or universities on political systems, 

Some students at Queens College, a New 
York city-supported institution, were curious to 
see how he would espouse Communism in the 
world today and invited him to speak on their 
campus. The appearance was barred by the 
provost of the college, Dr. Thomas V. Garvey. 
Then students at City College extended an invi- 
tation whereupon the heads of all five of New 
York's municipal colleges got together and -an- 
nounced that Gates would not be allowed to 
appear at any one of the five. 

By this time John Gates was reaping quite a 
little publicity. Columbia University saw the 
way to stop it. Three student groups joined in 
asking him to speak at Columbia University 
along with: Norman’ Thomas and Bertram D. 
Wolfe. There was no ban from the office of 
President Grayson Kirk. The forum was held 
and John Gates spoke when he was called on. 
The New York Times reports that he made no 
impression whatever on his audience “unless 
it was a poor impression.” 

As between the course at the New York city 
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colleges #hd Columbia University, the choice is 
clear in our view. That choice is not to be 
afraid of ideas or opinions. The false doctrine 
of Communism is discredited more by ventile 
tion than by supression. Columbia University’s 
refusal to be pressured into the limitation of in- 
quiry will encourage small and less secure in- 
stitutions to stand stronger on the principles of 
academic freedom. 
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Millions Cannel Overlooks 

Surely Congress is not going to go to the 
end of its present session without doing some- 
thing about the oil tax depletion allowance. 

The utmost hullabaloo is: being raised about 
reducing outgo for foreign aid, for the Post 
Office, for schools, or for anything at all. -Yet 
here are many millions being lost to the Treas- 
ury every year for no good reason, and only 
a handful of Senators are willing to do so much 
as stand up and be counted on either side. 

The oil depletion allowance is intended in 
theory to give oil companies incentive to 
explore for new oil reserves. Last year reserves 
of crude oil and natural gas stood at a record 
high, yet the depletion allowance still offers 
special incentives to the discovery of still more. 

Thanks to the depletion allowance, the oil 
companies enjoy an advantage over all other 
kinds of business. They can deduct 27% per 
cent of their net income before figuring their 
income tax, up to half their gross income. 
Accordingly, In the last 31 years, during which 
income taxes for most corporations have risen 
from 14 to 52 per cent, income taxes for some 
oil companies have gone down to as little as 
nothing. 

Superior Oil Co. earned $10,000,000 in 1953, 
but instead of paying income taxes it collected 
a credit of $100,000 from the United States 
Treasury. The following year it earned $12.- 
500,000, paid no income taxes, and collected 
$500,000 in credits. The depletion allowance 
even goes abroad. A syndicate of American 
oil companies known as Arabian-American 
earned $272,000,000 in Saudi Arabia in 1955 
without paying Uncle Sam a nickel. 

Senator Williams of Delaware has proposed 
scaling the allowance down to 20 per cent, 
which he estimates would recover $250,000,000 
a year in income taxes for the Tfeasury. Senator 
Douglas of Illinois alternatively proposed keep- 
ing the figure as it is for companies earning 
less than $1,000.000 a year, and reducing it to 
15 per cent for companies with $5,000,000 or 
more of taxable fncome. 

Neither Senator could get enough colleagues 
to raise their hands to force a roll-call vote, 
which’ would go on the record—and only a fifth 
of those present was required: The only Sena- 
tors who responded to Mr. Williams’s appeal 
were Douglas, Aiken of Vermont, Potter of 
Michigan, Lausche of Ohio, Javits of New York 
and Neuberger of Oregon. Two years. ago 
Williams, Douglas and Aiken had tried with 
similar unsuccess to compel individual Senators 
to take sides. Again the other day the Senators, 
in a supine exhibition of political cowardice, 
simply shouted down the proposals. 

There is justification for some limited amount 
of depletion allowance to compensate for the 
risks the oil industry takes in exploring new 
reserves. The amount allowed is excessive, con- 
stituting a drain on all other taxpayers to afford 
a bonanza for afew. Talk in Congress of saving 
the taxpayers money will ring most hollowly as 
long as these particular millions go on being 
squandered. 
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Therefore Extend Patience 

Lord Mayor Robert Briscoe of Dublin, who 
spoke in St. Louis Sunday evening, proved to 
be a visitor of charm, force, and plain speaking. 
We particularly liked the way the Lord Mayor 
spoke out with the voice of “the little nations” 
to a world that in its own way is growing 
smaller all the time. “Little nations,” said he, 
“have retained fully their heritage, and there- 
fore extend patience to other nations~ I be- 
lieve there should be patience between man 
and man, country and country.” 

Mr. Briscoe’s use of the word “patience” for 
what we are wont to speak of as “tolerance” is 
extraordinarily apt. It summons up so sharply 
its opposite—for what is war but impatience 
with diplomacy, with discussion? Days of im- 


patience take years to heal, and we would say With having’ used, 


that any country which has ‘learned the prac- 
tice of patience as Lord Mayor Briscoe pro- 
pounded it is a big country, a very big coun- 
try indeed.

Horses, Tanks and Congressmen 

Secretary of the Army Wilber Brucker has 
made a strategic retreat to get out of a barrage 
of criticism that arose over what would have 
been largely an Army sponsored junket for 
Congressmen, 

He explains that the Army had hoped to show 
some Congressmen an interesting tank demon- 
stration at Fort Knox on May 3 and 4 but the 
“serious purpose has been distorted by being 
associated with the same weekend as the Ken- 
tucky Derby” so the.trip is canceled. He says 
he did not connect the date and the Derby when 
he issued the invitations. Just coincidence? 

But the letters of invitation read: “I regret 
that I am not in position to make arrangements 
for seats at the Derby.” And they assured the 
Congressmen that their planes for the return 
trip to Washington would be delayed until after 
the race. Whatever functionary fixed the let- 
ters up for Secretary Brucker’s signature cer- 
tainly knew what was in them even if Mr. 
Brucker signed them without reading them. 

Representative Mahon of Texas, chairman of 
a House Appropriations subcommittee handling 
defense funds, called attention to the Fort Knox 
junket. He declared it in such bad taste it might 


result in public revulsion that could lead to 


heavy cuts in Army appropriations, and imperil 
the hational security. 

A heartening sign was in a Washington dis- 
patch that read: “His remarks drew applause 
from both sides of the House.” 
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Union Electric at Springfield 

Union Electric does. have its troubles with 
the IlMnois Legislature. Not so long ago the 
utility thought it wise to spend $35,000 on be- 
half of legislation—in connection with which, 
incidentally its name was not mentioned to the 
legislators. And that money ended up in the 
now well-known Hodge brown envelope. 

The law in question now is up for repeal, 
so Union Electric addressed a letter in its sup- 
port to legislators but. was not represented at 
hearings. As a result the company has been 
pointedly invited to have a repnesentative at a 
committee ‘hearing on April 24. Why not? 

The company’s management felt that the 
expenditure of $35,000 was legitimate to pro- 
tect its. interests. Certainly there is nothing 
in law ‘or in ethics’ against appearing for or 
against any legislative proposal. The rule of 
law would be at an end if interested parties 
could not be heard.

Excerpts from Supreme Court Opinions in U.S. vs. International 
Union United Automobile Aircraft & Agricultural Implement 
Workers, Decided March 11, 1957 


Mr. Justice F rankfurter, Delivering the Opinion of the Court 


The issues tendered in this case are 
the construction and, ultimately, the 
constitutionality of an Act of Congress 
that prohibits corporations and labor 
organizations from making “a contri- 
bution or expenditure in connection 
with”-any election for federal office. 


This is a direct appeal by the Gov- 
ernment from a judgment of the Dis- 
trict Court for the Eastern District of 
Michigan dismissing a four-count in- 
dictment that charged appellee, a labor 
organization (UAW) with having made 
expenditures in violation of that law. 


What is involved here is the integrity 
of our electoral process. For our pur 
poses, the indictment charged appellec

More particularly, this court would 
have to ignore the history of the statute 
from .the time it was first made ap- 
plicable to labor organization. It was 
to embrace precisely the kind of indi- 
rect contribation alleged in the indict- 
ment that Congress amended the law 
to proscribe “expenditures.” 


Clearly in this case it is not “abso- 
lutely necessary to a decision,” to can- 
vass the constitutional issues. The case 
came here because the district court 
blocked the prosecution on the grounc 
that the indictment failed to state an 
offense within Section 313 of the Cor. 
rupt Practices Act. Our reversal of th: 
judge’s erroneous construction clear 
the way for prosecution to proceed. 

Matter now buried under abstra 
constitutional issues may, by the eluc: 
dation of a trial, be brought to th 
surface, and in the outcome constitu 
tional questions may disappear. 


For example, was the broadcast paid 
for out of the general dues of the union 
membership or may the funds be fairly 
said to have been obtained on a volun- 
tary basis? Did the broadcast reach 
the public at large or only those affili- 
ated with appellee? Did it constitute 
active electioneering or simply state the 
record of particular candidates on eco- 
nomic issues? Did the union sponsor 
the broadcast with the intent to affect 
the results of the election? 

Enough has been Said to justify with- 
holding determination of the more or 
less abstract issues of constitutional 
law. Because the distfict court’s erro- 
neous interpretation of the statute led 
it to stop the prosecution prematurely, 
its judgment must be reversed. 


Mr. Justice Douglas, with whom Chief Justice Warren and 
Mr. Justice Black, Join, Dissenting | 


We deal here with a problem that is 
fundamental to the electoral process 
and to the operation of our democratic 
society. It is whether a union can ex- 
press its views on the issues of an 
election and on the merits of the can- 
didates, unrestrained by Congress. 


The principle at stake is not pe- 
culiar to unions. It is applicable as 
well to associations of manufacturers, 
retail and wholesale trade groups, con- 
sumers’ leagues, farmers’ unions, reli- 
gious group and every association rep- 
resenting a segment of, American life. 

Under our Constitution it is We The 
People who are sovereign. It is there- 
fore important that all channels 
of communication be open to them dur- 
ing every election, that no point of 
view be restrained or barred, and that 
the people have access to the views of 
every group in the community. 

Making a speech endorsing a. candil- 
date for office does not deserve to be 
identified with anti-social conduct. Un- 
til today political speech has never 
been considered a crime. 

It usually costs money to communi- 
cate an idea to a large audience. But 
no one would seriously contend that 
the expenditure of money to print a 
newspaper deprives the publisher of 
freedom of the press. Nor can the 
fact that it costs money to make a 
speech—whether it be hiring a hall or 
purchasing time on the air—make the 
speech any less an exercise of First 
Amendment rights. 

Yet this statute, as construed and ap- 
plied in this ctment, makes criminal 
any “expenditure” by a union for the 
purpose of expressing its views on the 
issues of an election and the candidates. 
It would make no difference under this 
censtruction ef the act whether the 
union spokesman made his address from 
the plattorta of a hall, used a sound 
truck in the streets, or bought time 
on radio or television. 

Can an act so construed be constitu- 
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tional in view of the command of the 
First Amendment that Congress shall 
make no law that abridges free seem 
or freedom of assembly? 

The court says that the answer on 
the constitutional issue must await the 
development of the 
facts at the trial. 
It asks, “Did the 
broadcast reach the 
public at large or 
only these affiliat- 
ed with appellee?” 
But the size of the 
audience has here- 
tofore been deemed 
wholly irrelevant. 
One has a right to 
freedom of speech 
whether he talks to 


The court asks 
whether the broad- 
cast constituted “active electioneering” 
or simply stated “the record of par 
ticular candidates on economic issues.” 
What possible difference can it make 
under the First Amendment whether & 
was one or the other? The First Amend- 
ment covers the entire spectrum. 

The court asks, “Did the union spon- 
s6r the broadcast with the intent to 
affect the result of the election?” To 
draw a constitutional line between in- 
forming the people and inciting or per- 
suading them and to suggest that one 
is protected and the other not by the 
First Amendment is to give constitu- 
tional dignity tod an irrelevance. 

First Amendment rights are part of 
the heritage of all persons and groups 
in this country. The act, as construed 
and applied, is a broadside assault on 
the freedom of political expression 
guaranteed by the First Amendment. It 
cannot possibly be saved by any of the 
facts conjured up by the court. 

I would affirm the judgment dis- 
missing the indictment.

CAVES OF MISSOURI, by J. Harlen Betz. 
(Missouri Geological Survey and Water 
Resources Division, 490 pgs. $2.50.) 


Missouri's fantastic and extensive un- 
derground empire is further delineated 
in this profusely illustrated work of 
an expert who personally visited 133 of 
the state’s known 437 caves and has 
something to say about all of them.

There is technical information for 
the speleologist, or cave enthusiast 
with geological background, general- 
ized facts for the spelunker whose 
chief interest is given as exploration, 
underground adventure and esthetic 
appreciation,” and interesting data for 
anyone who remotely gives a hang 
about the why and wherefore of the 
state in which he resides,

Bretz first describes caves with pro- 
visions for visitors. Most of 168 illus- 
trations provide an insight into their 
more spectacular formations. Many of 
the photographs are by Gerald Massie 
of the Missouri Resources Division, an 
outstanding expert in his field. A sec- 
ond section hsts known data about 
“wild” caves, 

The author, 75-year-old professor 
emeritus of geology at the University 
of Chicago, worked over a 10-year 
period in the state in getting together 
his material. In his explorations he 
was accompanied by his faithful collie 
dog, Larry, until the animal’s death 
several years ago, Considered one of 
America’s leading authorities on caves, 
he now is visiting professor of geology 
at the California Institute of Tech- 
nology. 

The publication, Volume 39, may be 
ordered from the Missouri Geological 
Survey, Box 250, Rolla, Mo. That state 
agericy, headed by Thomas Beveridge, 
is continuing to act as a repository for 
notes made by explorers,of Missouri's 
underground vastness.

tists. reported yesterday. 
One defense is general, 
other specific against cancer. 


The volunteers were 65 Ohio 
State Penitentiary inmates who 
allowed cancers to be implant- 
ed under their skin. So did 15 
hospital patients who already 
had cancers. 

Results of the dramatic hu- 
man tests were announced by 
Drs. Chester S. Southam, Alice 
E. Moore and C. P. Rhoads of 
the Sloan-Kettering Institute, 
New York, to the American As- 
sociation for Cancer Research. 

None Developed Cancers. 

None of the prisoners devel- 
oped cancers. The implanted 
cancer cells soon were de- 
stroyed by the body's general 
defenses. 


When the same kind of can-— 


cer cells were injected a sec- 
ond time, they were destroyed 
even faster. A specific defense 
reaction was coming -into play. 

When men were given a dif- 
ferent type of cancer cell than 
was implanted the first time, 
these cancers also disappeared 
more quickly than the first im- 


plants. 

By contrast, the implanted 
cancers grew in most of the 
cancer patients, until removed 


one to six weeks later. In four 
patients, the cancers recurred 
and grew until removed. 

Dr. Southam said the studies 
prove cancer patients lack de- 
fense mechanisms that healthy 
people have. 

Blood studied showed the 
cancer patients had less of an 
| unusual protein in the blood, 
properdin, which is known to 
play a role in the body’s de- 
fense meehanisms.

Large doses of zymosan de- 
crease properdin levels and are 
less effective. 

Zymosan does not affect can- 
cer cells directly, but acts in- 
directly to stimulate an immune 
reaction, Dr. Bradner said.

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On Recent Trip 


Scars of Exploitation 
On Our Landscape. 


By Leonard Hall 


NE. of the interesting things about a journey such 

as our recent trip through the south and southwest 

fs the cross-sectional picture it gives of a part of 
this great land of ours. On one hand are the people 
we meet; wonderful 
people, working self- 
lessly in the schools 
and colleges or the 
Government services 
or as private citizens 
for wildlife conser- 
vation, better use of 
agricultural and for- 
est lands, the pres- 
ervation of at least 
some small remnants 
of wilderness and 
natural landscape, 
On the other hand is 
the land itself; al- 
most always showing 
the scars of exploita- 
tion which is the re- 
sult of man’s greed 
and, less often, ig- 
norance, There 


comes to mind one 
< instance we heard 
about down in the Rio Grande valley where we visited 
: the Santa Ana Wildlife Refuge. This small area of 
about 1500 acres is the only place left in the United 
States where there is a survival of certain forms of 
bird life still common to Mexico, and once found in a 
large territory flanking our side of the border, The 
land here, as some people may remember, was sold 
and re-sold by promoters back during the howling '20s 
as a perpetual paradise. Bought by these operators 
for $1 an acre, it soared to $1000 an acre; after which 
some of it dropped to $3.50 again. Today the original 
citrus groves are mostly gone but the land raises vege- 
tables and cotton and there are still some groves of 
grapefruit and oranges. 
* * 


IN THE TINY wildlife refuge, which Dr. Ira Ga- 
brieison of the Wildlife Service once called “the jewel 
of the refuge system,” are two or three small lakes. 
These are hardly larger than ponds, but they provide 
habitat for many ducks and shorebirds, as well as 
other species. During the long drouth, largely because 
all water from the Rio Grande is taken for irrigation, 
the water-table dropped and the lakes went almost 
dry. The refuge made application to the water author- 
ities for a small amount of water from the Falcon Dam 
to replenish the ponds. The case finally went into the 
courts where the judge ruled against the refuge, stat- 
ing in his decision that “bread and beans come before 
birds and beauty.” This is typical of the attitude to- 
ward conservation which is found all too often and 
- calls to mind another incident of our trip. In many of 
the western range states, so-called “predators” of all 
kinds are mercilessly persecuted, even when research

EF shows that a particular species not only does little if 


any harm to livestock but is badly needed for rodent 
control. These creatures are trapped, poisoned and 
hunted from airplanes until many species of useful 
birds and animals are at the point of extinction. 
Ranchers seem proud to have the entrance gates to 
their property decorated with the carcasses of frac- 
coons, coyotes, foxes, hawks and.eagles. The golden 
eagle, in some areas, is a vanishing species.

WHEN THE CONSERVATION authorities in one 
state approached their Jegisiature for a small sum to 
finance a research project on the golden eagle, to de- 
termine whether it was really harmful as a livestock 
killer, they were turned down. One legislator, a 
rancher, remarked that even if it were proved the 
eagle was beneficial and it became a protected species, 
he would continue to break the law and kill eagles. 
Meanwhile a movement is on foot in the same state to 
take some of the very rare hawks, which can by no 
stretch of the imagination be called “predators,” off 
the protected list. And more recently came a note 
from the Davis Mountains of Texas, where I had com- 
mented on cases of extreme over-grazing by sheep and 
cattle—alongside other instances in the area of excel- 
lent range management. “Ranchers place the blame,” 
says our correspondent, “not so much on owners as on 
those who lease the land. These men naturally want 
to make all they can before their lease rung out, and 
so over-stock the range. Thus greed is at the bottom 
of our over-grazing trouble, as it is of many other dif- 
’ ficulties.”

SOMETIMES IT SEEMS to me that we have be- 
- come confused about the real meaning of the word 
“civilization,” although we boast often enough about 
the heights to which ours has risen. We have created 
a system where vast industries and their agents and 
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the organs of communications have combined to create 
goods and artificial needs for these goods and a belief 
in our right to have them. Thus the eventual aim be- 
comes not the development of man’s individuality as 
the essence of civilization, but the purchase of gadgets 
as the ultimate good. During every hour of every day 
we are taught by all the arts of propaganda that these 
‘are the true blessings of our culture: noise, restless- 
ness, speed and bigger tail fins, entertainment at the 
shallowest visual and aural levels, spectacles on the 
grand scale, the possession of a thousand articles of 
commerce which we must have because they represent 
what we are being told constantly is the good life. 
Yet since it is not possible to make all these things 
without raw materials—nor to own them without 
money—we plunder the resources of the earth with no 
thought for tomorrow. This has become civilization.

WHERE THIS CIVILIZATION is leading us is some- 
thing else again. Certainly the centuries-long struggle 
to free men from the servitude of poverty and grind- 
ing labor is in danger of leading to a new tyranny in 
which his freedom is just as surely destroyed under 
the sheer weight of a mass of material possessions. 
And that fear of the future and the unknown which 
more primitive men pushed into the background with 
magic incantations is still with us. Today it is the 
tranquilizer and the pursuit of pleasure which we 
count on to dim the vision of the abyss that may lie 
ahead for mankind.

Cleaning and Washing. 

OAP and water will clean a 
§ whate of a lot of things in 

the home including the peo- 
ple who live there but there are 
plenty cleaning projects about 
the home that go faster and 
better if you use some cleaning 
agent other than soap and 
water. 

For example; if you want to 
wash down soiled walls and 
woodwork you do best with a 
mild solution of trisodium phos- 
phate and water. This mixture 
will cut through grease and dirt 
far quicker than will soap and 
water and what's even better is 
that is doesn’t leave a soap 
film that might spoil a future 
painting operation. 

For cleaning leather uphol- 
stery and other leather items 
about the house, use saddle soap 
rather than ordinary soap but 
for vinyl fabric plain soap and 
water are fine. 

Concrete, unless it is sealed 
or painted, gets. dirty and the 
best way to clean this is with a 
special cleaning agent of the 
type used by gasoline service 
stations. If you can’t find this 
type cleaner at your local hard- 
ware or paint store, ask your 
service station. Concrete can 
also be cleaned with 20 per cent 
solution of muriatic acid and 
water. Don’t use carbon tetra- 
chloride to clean oil and grease

No Jewish Priests Can Visit Place Where Jesus as a Boy Astounded Learned ‘Doctors’

JERUSALEM, Jordan, 
April 15 (AP). 

NSIDE the walls of Old Jeru- 

salem is a quiet courtyard 

surrounding a mosque and a 
beautiful dome. Some people 
here believe the trumpet will 
sound on Judgment Day from 
a rock beneath the dome and 
that souls of the dead will be 
weighed in balance scales hang- 
ing from nearby arches. 

This is holy ground. For- 
eigners can enter only by spe- 
cial permission. In some sec- 
tions, shoes must be removed or 
heavy slippers put on. 

Known to the Arabs as the 
“Haram es Sherif’ ‘(August 
Sanctuary), this enclosure cov- 
ers the site of the Jewish Tem- 
ple of Jesus’ day. When Jesus 
was 12, His parents brought 
Him from Nazareth to visit the 
Temple here. While the family 
was on the north road back to 
Nazareth, Jesus remained in the 
Temple with the learned “doc- 
tors,” astonishing them with His 
questions and answers. It was 
His first effort as a teacher of 
mankind and the only event of 
Jesus’ boyhood related in the 
Bible. 

Many changes have taken 
place in this area since Jesus 
was here. The Jewish Temple 
has been destroyed for nearly 
2000 years. No Jewish priests 
can enter the area today. But 
the temple site still is a sacred 
religious enclosure where 
learned “doctors” of another 
faith gather for endless discus- 
sion and study. 

The Temple area now is a sa- 
cred Moslem shrine, the third 
most holy place in Islam. The 
contemporary “doctors” are 
Moslem sheikhs, some of whom 
come from thousands of miles 
away to spend their lives in re- 
ligious contemplation. 

These learned Moslems spread 
carpets or mats on the stone 
floor of the courtyard and de- 
bate minute theological problem 
for hours. Sometimes one will 
sit apart from the others. With 
his legs crossed and the Koran 
opened on a small wooden rack, 
he will chant Koranic passages 
by the hour, his body swaying 
rhythmically.
